Washington, D.;o., Jan. 24.—Sen- 


ator Lodge, of Massachusetts, made a 
speech in the senate, favoring the 
policy of expansion. He said it was 
purely a fusion policy. The treaty 
musfeither be ratified or rejected. 
If it was ratified the whole question 
of what to do with the Philippines 
was left to the decision of congress. 
If it was rejected a state of war fol- 
lowed and President McKinley, with 
the war power, would be left to settle 
the question. 
It is not now a ques- 


tion of upholding the president by 
ratifying the treaty, it would be to 
humilate the American nation as one 
not to be ^trusted with the duty of 
dealing fairly with the Philippines. 
Senator Clay, of Mississippi 
also 


favored expansion, but said the Phil- 
ippines should be treated the same 
as Cuba. He contended^they should 
have a provisional government and 
when they had demonstrated that 
they could^ take care of themselves 
the United States should withdraw.

ber of turnpikes—in fact did contract 
work QD a lar^e scale.

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NEW HOTEL 


Down Town Business Man 


Talks on the Subject. 


Says That a Meeting Will Be Held to 


Consider a Flan for a New Hotel 


—Views on the Subject. 


A Times reporter called in the office 


of a prominent down-town business 
men, as has been his custom for many 
days, and asked, "What is the news?" 
The reply given was rather unex- 
pected, but still coincident with the 
view of. the majority of down-town 
busines men.' It, was this: 


"Well, I do not knew that I know 


of anything particularly interesting, 
except that - unless the down-town 
people get a move on themselves and 
do something 'to counteract tbe up- 
town movement on the part 
of the 


merchants, the down-town property 
will become valueless to a certain ex- 
tent." 


"Well, what is your view, if you 


have any, regarding counteracting 
this movement?" 


: "There is just one thing to be 


done, and that done will stop the mi- 
gration and cause a reaction that will 
be of more benefit to down-town peo- 
ple than anything that could be done, 
and that is to put up a first-class 
modern hotel. In order to benefit 
the entire property below Washington 
street, this hotel should be some- 
where on Market street. To place it 
above Market street, in my opinion, 
would be amovement towards up-town 
and would do no gcod to the property 
below Washington street; that is, to 
place it above Washington street. 


"Of course, -you 
could place 
a 


hotel on the corner of Court and Sec- 
ond'street, or on the Garfield club 
corner on Front street (and no more 
beautiful site could be found in the 
city than this particular point) but 
that would be no benefit to Market 
street property. 
What we want is to 


benefit all along Second street, and if 
possible Front-street, and to do that, 
it is my opinion Market street is the 
location for the hotel. This would 
also be a benefit to the Biggs house, 
as it would put both hotels in one 
location. 
Take towns all ever the 


state of Ohio, and you will almost in- 
variably find the principal 
hotels 


within a stone's throw of each other, 
and you will also find the principal 
business of the town centers about 
the hotels. 


Harry Grimes voiced the senti- 


ments of the people some months ago 
when 
he advocated a down-town 


hotel. It was a movement that 
should nob have failed, and I never 
knew why it did fail until I had a talk 
with him-last Saturday. In a con- 
versation with him he explained it to 
me entirely satisfactorily,but he said 
he did not call it a failure, as he fully 
expected to again begin an agitation 
of the hotel project; 'and he further 
said that if the down-town people 
were like you and would come to the 
rescue in the 'proper way, and by 
doing so save themselves and add to 
the.value-of their property, which is 
rapidly depreciating, there wonld be 
no trouble to carry out my plan/' In 
further conversation with him I 
leained that in the past few days the 
matter had been very: much agitated 
again, and another meeting was to be 
called very shortly; calling together 
the property owners bejow Washing- 
ton street,: and to give them their 
last chance to redeem themselves." 


"Well, what did you think of the 


project? Do you think that it would 
counteract the up-town movement? 


'.'Why, I do net think anything at 


all about it; I: know it; Why? Be- 
cause it is history repeating itself. A 
modern hotel on Market street would 
increase the valuation of all the prop 
erty from Washington, down Second 
street 25 per cent and on Front street 
not less than 10 per cent. No man 
with a sane mind can for one moment 
doubt this, unless it is some one who 
does not want: to help the project. 
There are a number of property hold- 
ers below Washington street, who 
would be tickeled to death to see this 
movement carried into effect, as long 
as it does not affect their pocket- 
books ;and they get the benefit of it, 
but that is> characteristic of some peo- 
ple the world over, I presume. But 
I want to say to you, for one person, 
that unless every property-holder 
down town takes an interest in this 
movement and puts his hand in his 
or bef pocket and helps the project 
financially, I shall advise Mr. Grimes 
to do nothing at all towards the im- 
provement. A hotel can be built to- 
day from 25 to 30 per cent cheaper 
than it could 
twenty years previ- 


ous, to my knowledge, and you know 
I am a practical builder and have put 
up quite a number of buildigs." 


"Why. can we not use your name in 


connection with this little talk? You 
notice I am taking down the princi- 
pal points of tbe conversation, and 
with your nama to it, ib would help 
it along wonderfully." 


"I-thank you very much for your 


kindness in'saying my name would 
help the project, but for the present 
I do not want my name mentioned in 
connection with 'it." I have no ob- 
jection to your writing an article re- 
garding this, as l a m heartily in 
favor of the project, and I think what 
I have said voices the sentiments of 
the majority of progressive citizens 
and property-holders below Washing- 
ton street. Hake it as strong as yon 
are Ja mind to, because tbere is some- 
thing going to be done. At least tbat 
is the way it looks at the present 
time."

Were Some Citizen Savings 


Bank Suits Today 


BY THE PROBATE COURT. 


John K. Duke Will Pay to the 


Assignees $1143.35 


While the Rottinghaus Estate Will 


Pay a Proportionate Sum—Other 


Compromises in View. 


The sait of Holcomb & Smith, as- 


signees of the Citizens Savings bank, 
against John K. Duke el al., is on 
trial in common pleas court today, 
Judge Henry Collings being on the 
bench. 


The suit will be watched with in- 


terest by the general public. It is 
alleged by the plaintiffs that Mr. 
Duke had for a certain sum of 
money on deposit at the Citizens' 
bank and that ou the eve of the fail- 
ure he was permitted to draw it out. 
In other words, he is charged with 
being given a preference to other 
creditors. The assignees 
sue Mr. 


Duke to recover the amount paid 
him, 
and insist he shall take the 


same dividend as the other creditors. 


Considerable time was spent this 


morning in securing a jury. Of the 
regular jury, only five were retained, 
while several special venires were ex- 
hausted. Most of those excused were 
either creditors of the Citizens' bank 
or Farmers' bank, or were interested 
in various companies with which the 
defendant was connected. 


The {amount which the assignees 


sought to recover from Mr. Duke was 
$2,370. In addition suits were also 
brought against Volney B. Freeman, 
Elizabeth R. Smith, the John B. Rot- 
tinghaus estate an:d Catharine A.

JThis ^afternoon, while they were 
still trying to get a jury, the case of 
Mr. Duke was suddenly transferred 
to pro"bate "court and a compromise 
effected, by which Mr. Duke is to 
pay $1,143.35.

tain credits,

amount. 


The Rottinghaus case was then 


considered. 
The 
amount claimed 


was 8825, but certain credits were 
deducted and this case will ^be com- 
promised for $350.

Was Discussed

Monday Afternoon at the 


Presbyterian Church. 


First 


The First of the Series of lectures for 


the Benefit of the Free Reading 


Booms—Big Crowd Present. 


The lecture room of the First Pres- 


byterian church was crowded yester- 
day afternoon with a choice audience 
of ladies and gentlemen, who had as 
sembled to listen to the first lecture 
of the series to be given for the bene- 
fit of the reading rooms. 


The speaker yesterday was one of 


Portsmouth's most prominent phyi- 
clans,Dr. Mary H. Cotton, and her 
topic, "The Twentieth Century Wo- 
man," was handled in a most inter- 
esting and unusually comprehensive 
manner, considering the broadness of 
her theme. 


At the close of her discourse those 


present were asked for remarks and 
were given the privilege of asking 
questions of the learned speaker. So 
thoroughly had she exhausted her 
topic that little was left for others to 
ask or tell. The following is an ab- 
stract of the lecture. 


"Newspapers are filled with the 


discussion of the question of the hour. 
Books are written on it. Ihe dispo- 
sition of the Philippines, the future 
of the Negro are all questions that 
ate crying to be heard. 
What can we 


women of Portsmouth do to aid in' 
the solution. The question today is 
the one question that appeals to 
every woman here. . This is the .posi- 
tion of women in the world. What 
should a woman do? 


"We will pass over the position wo- 


m'en occupy in some foreign lands, 
but dwell on the position she holds 
in America. Here woman is re- 
spected. We hear of women in all 
professions. 
What avenues are; open 


to women. The home women have, 
beyond-any question, the greatest of 
opportunities! Dpon her depends the 
development of the Individual. 
The 


twentieth century woman recognizes 
all this and endeavors to make the 
most of herself. True greatness con- 
sists not only in doing great, but in 
doing little things greatly. 
Woman- 


must possess a body that responds 'at 
once to her will. 


"How many women of brilliant in- 


tellectual attainments have been 
ompelled tc yield to the frailties of 
their bodies. Health is not a matter 
of chance. It. behooves the 
wise| 


mother to make careful study of her- 
self. The proper clothing, food and 
exercise are imperative matters in 
building up and maintaining a sound 
body. 
Clothing should .allow free 


circulation and action. 'la 
many 


cities on rainy days the sensible wo- 
man wears skirts reaching only to her 


'•'shoe tapa. Tbe question of nutritious' 


food, properly prepared, is an import- 
ant one In the development of the 
body. Some women have already 
realized the importance of gocd fcod 
and have established cooking schocls 
and given lectures on the preparation 
of food. 


"Another important factor in the 


building up of the body and the pres- 
ervation of health is exeicise. Walk- 
ing, tennis, golf and bicycling have 
done'a great deal to improve the 
health of those who have enjoyed 
these sports. Boating and swimming, 
too, are among the very best exercises 
for women. 


''In Boston the per centage of 


deaths of women from consumption 
has been very much decreased in the 
last ten years. This Improvement has 
been attributed to the 
increased 


amount cf exercise women take. 


"How 
quickly plants lose their 


beauty when placed tn the dark and 
deprived of air and sunlight, and how 
much more difficult it is to raise 
plants and flowers in'our homes under 
the same conditions in which we live 
than ia the purer air out of doors. 


"A woman may become a power 


for good in the community in which 
she lives; her influence may extend 
to matters of state and tlio world 
alone limits her opportunities. 
In- 


stead of reciting the ,blood-thirsty 
tales of 
"Bed 
Kidlng-hood" and 


"Babes in the Woods," a wise parent 
sbiuld be talking to her child nf the 
wonderful work of the bee or ant., 
She should teir of the mother ant "sit- 
ting out in the sun with baby in ;her 
arms, and how the mother hurries in- 
to the ant bill house with her baby 
wtien the-rain begins to fall, just like 
a human mother." She should tell of 
the loving care the mother bird gives 
her own. She should talk of thejwon- 
derful similarity in the Mature and 
habits of all things God bas made,; 
from flowers and trees up to man. 
And the child who listens to daily 
talks like the from infancy to youth 
would not develop into a murderer or 
a vagabond.

"Women can do much to aid in 


beautifying our cities. 
In 
many 


places women have formed associa- 
tions for the improvement of villages. 
Towns can be beautified and i sndered- 
more comfortable in summer by the 
planting of shade trees.' Kothing is 
more beautiful in nature than a per- 
fect tree. The home woman will 
teach her children to avoid throwing 
debris on the sidewalks and streets. 
While women can have no voice di- 
rectly in affairs of state or nation, 
she can use her influence, first on 
those around her and further by or- 
ganization throughout the country. 
By means of these associations she 
can lend her voice to aid in the solu- 
tion of the many problems o( the day."

Fire ExtliiKuUhvrx. 


For many years stesim jets bnvo boon 


:onsidered excellent moans for extin- 
guishing fires in inclosed spaces, and 
examples of their good services have 
been abundant. Tbo theory of their ao- 
lipn of coarse is, liko that of the several 
kinds of fire extinguishing powders 
which bave been proposed at different 
times, that the steam in tbe one case 
aud the stifling fumes from the powders 
in the other displace the air in any par- 
ticnlar space under consideration, and 
with it the oxygeu as well, by which 
alono combustion can be sustained. 


In at least oue instance, however, tho 


position was taken that if the stoain 
jets did not extinguish a firo promptly 
thoy soon became a source of dauger, 
nud as such were held accountable for 
the loss about a year ago of a cargo 
steamer carrying several bnudred tons 
of coal and as many more of miscel- 
laneous chemicals and old rope. Fire 
broke out in one of the holds, which 
•were fitted with steam jet fixtures, and 
the jets were nt once turned on. On 
the day following it was proposed to 
try a hose in addition to the jets, and 
one . of the upper deck hatches was 
therefore taken off. 


The almost immediate- result was a 


violent explosion, killing one of tho 
officers aud seriously injuring another. 
All the other batches were blown off at 
tho same time, and the ship began to 
leak, so that she soon had to be aban- 
doned. One explanation advanced was 
that the steam from tho. jets, passing 
over the incandescent cargo, formed 
water gas, which, with suitable air ad- 
mixture, became explosive, with the 
result noted. The theory is not a com- 
forting one, but whether it portrays a 
possible condition of thiuge yet remains 
to be demonstrated. — Oassier's Maga- 
zine.
